A bill that would provide for

Schuler told the 
committee that levee board 
trustees should be elected to 
give proper representation to 
the voters in which any newly 
established district would be 
located 

Schuler told the Press-Record 
following the hearing that State 
Rep.

City) ‘assured: me that an 
amendment of that phase of the 
bill will be offered when the 
measure comes before the 
House for consideration.”’ 

The hearing was attended by

Watergate making 
candidates cautious 
in Illinois campaign

Watergate is already having 
one direct surprising and 
welcome effect on the 1974 
Mlinois election campaign. 

It is limiting the campaign 
and will probably save many of 
the candidates some money 
The reason is that Watergate 
has introduced an  un- 
precedented note of caution into 
Illinois politics. 

In the U.S. Senate race and in 
the 24 races for Congress, 
candidates are reluctant to 
speak out on Watergate, fearful 
that any views expressed now 
may cause embarassment later 
in the campaign 

No one knows what may 
happen in Watergate. President 
Nixon may be impeached by the 
House of Representatives—or 
he may not. 

Even if impeached by the 
House, his conviction by the 
U.S. Senate is far from certain. 

There is also the possibility 
that he could emerge from the 
whole affair as & martyred 
President or even one com- 
pletely exonerated 


Few candidates running for 
office in 1974 wants to commit 
himself this far in advance. This 
is especially true as far as 
Congressional races are con- 
cerned. 

Candidates for office this year 
are also well aware of the low 
regard in which the American 
voters now hold most politicians 
because of the climate of 
Watergate. Rarely has an 
election year been greeted with 
such general indifference, if not 
boredom. 

Many legislative candidates 
confess privately that the 
smartest thing any office- 
seeker, and especially an_in- 
cumbent, can do in 1974 is to 
maintain a low profile, keeping 
himself as inconspicious as 
possible. 

This year may see less hand- 
shaking, back-slapping and 
public appearances — by. 
politicians than at any time in 
the history of linois. 

To win this year, it is.said,a 
candidate will have to prove

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Indian‘esearch News notes tinois to study Oregon ban 
on no-deposit bottles, cans 


at Blue Waters 
drainage ditch 


Southern Illinois University 
at Edwardsville has received 
authorization for a continuing 
grant to conduct archeological 
research in the Blue Waters 
Ditch area near Cahokia before 
prehistoric sites are destroyed 
by a U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers internal drainage 
system’ project. 

The grant, provided by the 
National Park Service of the 
U.S. Department of the Interior, 
will cover research work from 
June 17 to Sept. 1, with 
payments not to exceed $8,000. 

‘SIUE will supply personnel, 
facilities, supplies . and 
materials to conduct ar- 
cheological salvage __in- 
vestigations, including 
photography, mapping, con- 
trolled surface collecting, 
testing operations and ex- 
tensive excavations. 

Sidney G. Denny, assistant 
professor of anthropology, said 
the archeological salvage work 
started last year when it was 
learned that seven of 25 known 
prehistoric sites in the area 
would be eliminated by a 
drainage system project in the 
American Bottoms region near 
Cahokia 

Denny said the sites date back 
as far as the late Woodland (700 
to 800 A.D.) culture, im- 
mediately preceding the ex- 
pansion of the Mississippian 
culture (900-1250 A.D.) 

Specific sites to be in- 
vestigated this summer include 
Lily Lake No. 1 Site and Lily 
Lake No. 2 Site. The locations 
are 10 miles north of Dupo, east 
of the French village of 
Cahokia 

The archeological field of 
work will be supervised by 
Terry Norris of St. Louis, a 
graduate student at SIUE. He 
will be assisted by Al Meyer, a 
Belleville teacher doing 
graduate work at SIUE, and two 
other SIUE graduate students, 
Neal Lopinot of Edwardsville 
and Jim Slaughter of Mattoon. 
Employees of the National Park 
Service also are expected to be 
assigned to the project for field 
training purposes

Final consideration of the 
controversial proposal to 
require a cash deposit on all 
beverage containers in Illinois 
apparently will be delayed for 
at least another month. 

The newest focus for the 
controversy will be an up- 
coming comprehensive report 
on how a comparable program 
has worked out in Oregon, 
which adopted a mandatory 
deposit law in’ October 1972. 
The state of Oregon has 
retained an independent firm to 
make this report, scheduled to 
be delivered in June. 


Illinois opponents of the 
plan—including retailers, trade 
groups, labor unions, bottlers. 
container manufacturers and 
some individuals—have asked 
the Pollution Control Board to 
delay until July a hearing on the 
issue, to give the foes time to 
study the Oregon report and 
marshal their arguments for 
presentation to the board 

The fizzy furor has been going 
on in Illinois for more than two 
years. 

When the PCB first an- 
nounced it would hold public 
hearings on the proposal, op- 
ponents obtained a court in- 


junction to prevent even this 
preliminary step. Only after the 
injunction was dissolved, on the 
grounds that it was premature, 
were public hearings held. 

‘At the end of those hearings, it 
was decided to withhold ad- 
ditional action until the Oregon 
program had been in operation 
a year, and evaluated. 


Larry Hardin, of the Division 
of Solid Waste Management for 
the state Institute for 
Environmental Quality, said 
that while initial reports in- 
dicate the program has been a 
success in Oregon—and the 
Oregon governor has gone on 
record as firmly in support of 
it—there are big and significant 
differences between the two 
states which will affect any 
decision in Illinois. 

Under the projected plan, 
every can or bottle containing 
alcoholic beverages or soft 
drinks sold in Mlinois would 
require a five-cent deposit. 

In Illinois, there are 20,000 
persons working either in in- 
dustries making such con- 
tainers or filling them. 

‘The industries, and the 20,000 
workers themselves, pay it- 
come and other taxes which 


affect the state’s economy. 

Oregon's interest in doing 
away with throw-away con- 
tainers has been chiefly in the 
aesthetic area of reducing litter 
in a state which is primarily 
recreation- 
oriented. 

Any consideration in Illinois 
will have to concern, as well, 
the economic impact on can- 
ners, bottlers, retailers, 
wholesalers, consumers and the 
general public. 

So far, no date in July has 
been set for a new PCB hearing. 

When it is held, the board will 
have several options: It could 
put the whole problem back on 
the shelf; revamp the existing 
proposal extensively; or make 
some modifications based on 
the new hearing testimony and 
publish a new proposed ruling. 

In the latter case, barring 
almost inevitable court in- 
tervention by objectors, the new 
ruling would become effective 
within a month of publication. 

No matter what course is 
taken, Hardin agreed, it is 
highly unlikely any action will 
affect the career of the 
ubiquitous beer bottle and soda 
can during the 1974 recreation 
season. 


Gov. Walker sees setback 
for independent candidates 


Gov. Dan Walker this week 
sharply criticized the Illinois 
election board. 

He commented, “Friday was 
the first time the state Board of 
Elections had the opportunity to 
prove it is a truly independent 
board. Instead, the members 
proved themselves a rubber 
stamp for part control of the 
election process 

“Their action Friday was an 
outrageous move. 

“They threw successful in 
dependent candidates to the 
wolves. 

“That was the effect of their 
decision to give legislative 
district committees the job of 
knocking candidates off the 
ballot if the committees feel the 
candidates haven't qualified,” 
the governor said. 

“By giving the power to kick 
someone off the ballot to party 
chiefs, the state Board of 
Education is saying, ‘If your 
candidate suits you, keep him 
on the ballot; if you don’t like 
the candidate who won the 
primary, kick him off” 

“What will happen is that 
independents will be kicked off 
the ballot and machine can- 
didates of either party will be 
kept on. 

“The Board of Elections is 
saying in effect that the party 
chiefs can make the decision on 
whether the winner of a 
primary should be on the ballot.

She said the argument that 
ERA gives Congress the pow- 
er to draft women is com- 
pletely false since Congress 
already has that power. 

“We now have a volunteer 
Army, and no one, male or fe- 
male is being drafted,” she 
pointed out, adding if there 
were dn emergency, and an- 
other draft, all women would 
not be required to serve, just 
as all men have not been re- 
quired to serve. 

“Opponents to ERA say 
passage of the amendment 
means men won't have to be 
responsible for’ the support of 
their families, that alimony 
will be abolished, and women 
will be forced out of their 
homes into the labor market. 

“This charge also is false,” 
Miss Poag said, explaining 
the right to support of women 
and children is much more 
limited than is generally 
known. 

She said courts do not inter- 
fere with ongoing marriages. 
However, in the event of sepa- 
ration or dissolution of a mar- 
riage, many states already 
assess the child support 
against the husband, or wife, 
or both, depending upon the 
best welfare of the children 

Child custody would be 
awarded to the parent who 
can better care for the child, a 
trend in many states today. 
Under ERA each case will be 
decided on its own merits, 
emphasizing the needs and 
welfare of the children, and 
not the sex of the parents.

“The bill should be con- 
sidered at the earliest possible 
date and certainly before the 
May 31 cutoff.”

“Fifteen years ago, the 
reverse design of the Lincoln 
cent was changed from wheat to 
a view of the Lincoln memorial.

“rhe Lincoln wheat pennies 
do enjoy collector interest— 
some years commanding more 
numismatic value than others. 

“Rarity is one of the deter- 
minants in establishing value of 
almost any collectible item: 
especially, this holds true for 
coins. 

“A general rule of thumb is 
the lower the mintage of a given 
coin, the higher the numismatic 
value. Coin collecting is a 
wholesome hobby, and I’m 
happy to have young people 
looking at their coins.

budget 
raised 


The Nameoki Township 
Board of Auditors Monday night 
approved a $116,456 town fund 
budget, $10,250 higher than the 
tentative town fund budget of 
$106,206 which had been posted 
for public inspection. 


During @ public hearing 
the tentative budget, 
amounts in 10 eal were 
increased and a new item was 
added. 


A proposed cut in the travel 
of 


expenses Township Super- 
visor Louis Whitsell from 
$10,000 to $6,000 was criticized 
township residénts who ‘said 
when the highway com- 
missioner’s travel expenses 
were cut, he was compensated 
by use of a township truck. 

The board ct the 
publie statements and voted to 
return Whitsell’s allowance to 
$10,000 for the fiscal year. 

The amount budgeted for 
custodial services was in- 
creased from $350 to $500, 
engineering services ap- 
propriations were upped from 
$2,500 to $4,500, the amount for 
bonding of township officials 
was increased from $700 to 
$1,000, the appropriation for 
equipment purchases was 
amended upwards from $1,500 
to $2,500 and the budget for the 
town inspector was increased 
from $2,400 to $3,400. 

The Board of Health was 
authorized to contract for the 
cutting of weeds during the 
strike of township highway 
department employes and the 
appropriation for the Board of 
Health was increased from $200 
to $1,000 to finance such ser- 
vices. 

The rabies control depart- 
ment allocation was increased 
from $2,000 to $3,000. The 
provision for contingencies, 
which is retained at about 5 per 
cent of the total budget, was 
increased from $5,000 to $5,800, 
due to the increases in other 
categories. 

‘The township's attorney ruled 
convention expenses should not 
be taken from the provision for 
contingencies, as has been done 
in past years. Due to the 
opinion, the board voted to add 
a separate appropriation for 
convention expenses of $2,500. 

A general assistance fund 
budget of $81,960 was approved 
without change from the ten- 
tative document, as were a 
$109,700 revenue sharing budget 
and an $8,500 budget for the 
Illinois Municipal Retirement 
Fund. 

Board members indicated the 
tentative budget, which 
provided minimum funding in 
all categories, would cause 
drastic reductions in many 
worthwhile programs. A 
decrease in the town levy also 
would cause a decrease in the 
amount of federal revenue 
sharing the township would 
receive. 

After lengthy discussion, the 
board voted to continue to pay 
bills using a bill list, rather than 
indivudual vouchers. Whitsell 
said he felt the bills should be 
voted on separately, but the 
attorney indicated a bill list 
could be used, except where 
there was disagreement among 
the auditors on one or more 
bills, in which case the vouchers 
should be used. 

The board voted to pay bills 
for $900 to two attorneys con- 
tracted by Albert Bell, highway 
commissioner, for assistance in 
preparing a tentative 
agreement with the striking 
highway workers. 

Whitsell previously requested 
a legal opinion before agreeing 
to pay the bills, since the 
township attorney had not 
participated in preparing the 
tentative agreement. 

‘The township attorney ruled 
the bills-legally could be paid 
and Whitsell said he disagreed, 
but would vote in favor of 
payment of the bills. The board 
voted unanimously to approve 
them. 

‘The resignation of Townshi 
Rabies Control Officer Robe: 
Risinger was read. Risinger 
said he is moving from the 
township. A meeting of the 
Board of Health was called for 
after last night’s meeting, but 
the board did not have a quorum 
to act on the resignation. 

‘The audience was told that the 
board met in special session 
Saturday with the architect and 
contractor for remodeling and 
expansion of the town hall. 
Several changes were discussed 
which may reduce ‘the 
estimated cost of the program. 

The architect and contfactor 
are to consider the changes 
recommended and prepare new 
cost estimates to be presented 
to the board at a later date.

Skilled performance in accountability session here by governor who bases 
his appeal on quick response to whatever issues worry the ‘average man’ 


Governor Dan Walker made an 
i ive a) in his 28th 
“accountability session,’ a public 
meeting at Granite City High School 
North attended by 300 residents of 
the southwestern area of the state. 

It is not easy to handle diverse 
questions from a cross-section of the 
public in widely separated locations 
of such a large and complex state as 
Illinois. 

Even with advance briefing on 
the topics of current interest in a 
particular region, and with avoid- 
ance of topics outside of his jurisdic- 
tion, a less-skilled speaker and ad- 
ministrator could have hurt rather 
than enhanced his image as a 
diligent and forthright defender of 
“the common man.” 

An attorney and former official 
of a major corporation, “walking 
Dan” Walker is adept at fielding 
both fair and ‘‘loaded’’ questions 
from audiences containing both 
friendly and unfriendly constituents. 
He was in good form last week, 
much like his performance during 
the 1972 campaign at Pontoon 
Beach, where he also invited 
questions from a large gathering. 

His most surprising response at 
North High was that he is unfamiliar 
with the hillside drainage proposal 
which has been a local, regional, 
state and national topic for a 
generation, and which is the subject 
of current intensive study by the 
Illinois Division of Waterways and 
Army Corps of Engineers. 

A few of his replies could be 
called overly simplistic despite the 
obvious time limitations of the oc- 
casion. 

For example he rejected 
criticism of state school aid ‘‘cuts”’ 
by citing a net increase in such fun- 
ding; no mention was made of the 
impact of inflation on local 
education budgets, nor of the fact 
that the governor is pushing for non- 
adherence to the agreed-upon aid 
formula on which public school 
systems have based their financial 
commitments. 


Perhaps fault also could be 
found with his defense of hiring out- 
of-state residents for lavish salaries 
other states cannot match. ‘‘What’s 
the big deal, anyway?”’, he asked in 
minimizing the number of such ap- 
pointees and in properly pointing out 
that ability to perform should be the 
primary factor in hiring. 

Despite his reply, some are con- 


vineed he has sought to build up 
“brownie points’? in the 1976 
Presidential sweepstakes by 
developing a reputation as a gover- 
nor 0 could attract men from 
across the nation to serve in his ad- 
ministration. 

Gov. Walker did not rule out 
White House ambitions but ac- 
curately noted that any governor 
has a high potential for stubbing his 
toe politically due to possible 
misdeeds by a few of the thousands 
of state employes. As he com- 
mented, it is the U.S. senators who 
have the greatest network access, 
enabling them to become far better 
known in distant states. 

Good news seems to follow the 
governor everywhere he goes for ac- 
countability sessions, as this com- 
munity learned even on some of the 
past occasions when he scheduled 
but then could not attend local 
meetings. 

The “bag of goodies” last week 
included a $3,405,900 grant which 
will enable the interceptor phase to 
be started in the four-township 
Quad-City sanitary sewer program 
developed over the past several 
years by town supervisors and the 
Madison County Board. 

Gov. Walker also may have won 
friends by his penchant for saying 
“No” when citizens voice spending 
proposals that he considers inap- 
propriate for the always hard- 
pressed state budget. 

Bikeway ‘‘nature trail’’ ad- 
vocates were “turned off” here last 
week by his open opposition to any 
state money for such an endeavor, 
but he simultaneously scored 
heavily with other voters by 
stressing his opposition to any in- 
crease in state taxes. 

All in all, it was a virtuoso per- 
formance by a man who—it becomes 
increasingly apparent—did not up- 
set Paul Simon and then -Richard 
Ogilvie by accident. 

Just as he gained much head- 
way two years ago with his walking 
tour of the state, Gov. Walker at 
mid-term is again ‘going to the 

ple”’ by stressing his interest in 
“the little guy,” his opposition to 
high taxes, his willingness to have 
his aides try to solve Illinoisans’

problems, and his oft-cited desire to 
“open up government”’ to the in- 
dividual who may have felt that 
“nobody wanted to listen to his con- 
cerns.”

SPRINGFIELD — When 
Gov. Daniel Walker gets up in 
the morning, one of the first 
things he does is read the 
newspaper. And what he 
reads about himself is usually 
a by-product of Norton Kay. 

Kay, a soft spoken, intellec- 
tual veteran Chicago political 
reporter, is Walker’s press 
secretary and chief media 
policy adviser. 

During the past gubernato- 
rial campaign, it was his job 
to publicize and shape the im- 
age of candidate Walker as a 
swashbuckling maverick out 
to trample the Democratic 
machine of Chicago Mayor 
Richard Daley with a herd of 
clean white horses. 

He did a good job. Walker 
was elected. 

It is now Kay's responsibil- 
ity to publicize and shape the 
image of Gov. Walker. 

In 1973 he turned out 390 
press releases for the news 
media. He also fields ques- 
tions from openly hostile re- 
porters and frequently as- 
sumes the role of official ad-

But above all it is Kay's job 
to get the governor’s name in 
print and on radio and televi- 
sion as frequently as possible 
and in a manner most favor-

Flood precautions taken by Corps of Engineers

Q. What state agency 
regulates noise pollution and 
where can I send a com- 
plaint? 

‘A. Noise pollution is the 
emission of sound that unrea- 
sonably interferes with the 
enjoyment of life, lawful 
business or activity, as 
defined in the state Noise 
Pollution Control Regula- 
tions 

Before August 1973, noise 
complaints were only handled 
by local officials under the 
public nuisance laws. Now, 
the Biinois Environmental 
Protection Agency’s Division 
of Noise Pollution Control 
has the authority to inves- 
tigate complaints, measure 
noise levels, notify owners of 
the noise sources and insti- 
tute legal proceedings when a 
violator fails to comply with 
regulations. 

‘About 40 percent of the 
violators comply when_noti- 
fied by EPA. Some problems 
can be solved simply, as in a 
recent case where a switch 
engine was moved a few 
yards. Others are complex 
and expensive. The two most 
common complaints filed are 
1) noise from vehicles on 
highways and 2) aeration and 
cooling of grain in grain 
elevators. 

The EPA has set maximum 
permissible noise levels by 
land use. The Illinois EPA is 
the first governmental body 
to establish limitations by 
land use categories, rather 
than by zoning patterns. The 
advantages of land use cate- 
gories can be seen in the case 
of hotels and motels. While a 
hotel might be zoned “‘com- 
mercial,” the people who 
sleep there should be entitled 
to similar protection ‘from 


noise as is provided home" 


dwellers. 

Land use under Class A 
includes household units, 
hotels, mobile home parks, 
houses of worship, cortec- 
tional institutions, libraries 


rs 


) 
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and forest preserves. Land use 
under Class B includes whole- 
sale and retail trade; business, 
professional, educational and 
governmental services; and 
recreation areas. Class C land 
use includes industries, manu- 
facturing plants, railroads, 
motor vehicles, utilities, race 
tracks and agricultural related 
activities. 

Sound is measured in 
decibels (dB). Class C land is 
allowed to emit more noise 
than classes B or A. Class C 
may emit more noise to 
another class C than to B or 
A. The strictest limits are on 
noises emitted to Class A 
land, during nighttime hours. 

Current state regulations 
concern only stationary 
sources. But regulations for 
vehicular noise, airports and 
construction operations are 
being developed. The federal 
government will probably 
propose regulations on rail- 
roads, aircraft and new 
trucks, before the year’s end. 

Noise is a byproduct of 
our industrial society and has 
been increasing on the 
average of one dB each year 
over the last 25 years. It is 
difficult to escape. It can 
cause anger and depression. 
And it can have physical 
repercussions. It can cause a 
tensing of the body and a 
contracting of blood vessels; a 
release of excess adrenaline 
into the system and a 
speeding up of heartbeat. It 
can impair or destroy a 
person’s hearing. 

Complaints such as a loud 
lawn mower and a squeaky 
air conditioner should be 
worked éut among neighbors 
or reported to local author- 
ities. More serious incidents 
of noise pollution should be 
directed to James Reid, Divi- 
sion of Noise Pollution Con- 
trol, 2200 Churchill Rd., 
Springfield, Ml. (telephone:

Several options on way Social 
Security benefits are utilized 


Increases in Social Security 
benefits, now tied to the cost of 
living, plus Congressional 
action to strengthen and protect 
private pension plans have 
improved the outlook for elderly 
men and women. 

But in spite of the im- 
provements, relatively few 
elderly people are so well fixed 
financially that they do not have 
to watch their pennies. 

To help them, the American 
Institute of Certified Public 
Accountants has assigned a 
panel of CPAs to compile the 
various benefits and options 
available to persons of 
retirement age. 

The panel’s findings, 
assembled with the cooperation 
of federal agencies, point out 
that the biggest single con- 
tributor to the average senior 
citizen's income is Social 
Security. 

For most men and women 
past working age, the monthly 
Social Security check goes a 
long way. toward helping keep 
body and soul together. 

You don’t have to wait until 
you are 65 to begin drawing 
Social Security benefits. You 
can apply as early as age 62, in 
which case the benefits will be 
less because of the extension of 
time over which they will be 
paid. 

Early retirement is ad- 
vantageous up to a point, the 
point being age 77; that's when 
the benefits received by the 
person who retires at age 65 
catch up with and pull ahead of 
those paid to the age-62 retirees. 

Conversely, if instead of 
retiring early you continue 
working beyond 65, your 
ultimate Social Security 
benefits will increase one per 
cent for each additional year of 
work, up to seven per cent at 
age 72. 

‘At 72, you begin to collect the 
full Social Security benefits to 
which you are entitled, even if 
you go on working. 

Many retired persons work 
part-time to supplement 
diminished incomes. If you 
work throughout the year, you 
can draw full Social Security 
payments before age 72 only if 
you annual earnings are $2,400 
or less. , 

For every dollar above that, 
your benefits are reduced by 50 
cents. Thus, if you earn $3,000, 
your earnings are $600 over the 
limit and your Social Security 
payments are reduced by half 
that amount, or $300. 

If you work only in- 
termittently, the situation is 
different; then the benefits are 
decreased only when monthly 
earnings exceed $200. 

‘Thus, it is possible to earn 
much more than $2,400 for work 
performed during part of the 
year and still receive full 
benefits for those periods in 
which earnings do not exceed 
$200 per month.

for a misdemeanor.” 

By filing with the court, a 
person can expunge his rec- 
ord, though. More than 100 
people a month go through 
this procedure ta have their 
record wiped out, McElvey 
said. 

Only about 5 per cent of the 
state’s criminal history files 
have been converted accord- 
ing to McElvey. He has re- 
quested in his 1975 budget 
funds for six more staff people 
to speed the process. 

If the guidelines are 
adopted, states must have 
their criminal justice infor- 
mation systems secure by 
July 1, 1975. 

If they are not in compli- 
ance, the FBI can refuse to al- 
low the state to link up to its 
NCIC system, and receive in- 
formation from the FBI and 
other states.
